Another Compromise Drafted, This Time 
by the Steering Committee. 


IT CARES FOR SILVER AND BONDS 


But They Are Not to Be Available 
by Banks for Notes. 


PRESENTED TO PRESIDENT CLEVELAND 


——_ 


He Thinks He Is Not Personally Popular 
with the Senators—Not Much Com- 
ment from Him. 


Washington, October 19.—(Special.)— 
The democratic senators at last seem to 
have realized the spectacle they have been 
making of themselves before the great 
American people. ‘Today for the first time 
they realized that it devolved upon the dem- 
ocrats to act and act quickly. ‘They fur- 
ther realized that unless they did so the 
republicans would form a combination with 
the populists and solve the problem which 
has occupied the attention of the senate 
for seven weeks. 

‘Tonight it looks very much like the een- 
ate will act within the next few days. This 
morning the steering committee again met 
and, after a session of two hours, finally 
agreed upon a measure which was sat- 
isfactory to both sides. That measure 
provides for the continuation of the Sher- 
man Jaw and silver purchases under it at 
the rate of $4,500,000 a month for eighteen 
months, at the end of which time the law 
becomes inoperative. It provides for the 
coinage of the seigniorage in the treasury aud 
it amends the law of 1875 authorizing an 
issue of bonds 60 as to provide that bonds 

‘issued under that law shall be five-year 
3 per centers, but shall not be available 
for national bank circulation. 

Under this compromise the purchase and 
coinage of silver up to $800,000,000 is pro- 
vided. ‘Then, under the law, the purchase 
of silver ceases, but it will be seen that it 
does not cease until after the next elec- 
tion, when the people will have had an op- 
portunity to speak and will be enabled 
through their representatives to enact other 
legislation. 

All Sides Represented at the Confcrence. 

The provision amending the present law 
eelative to the issue of bonds in order to 
prevent any issue which might be forced 
being issued by national banks for the pur- 
pose of issuing notes thereon, removes the 
hostility which has heretofore existed to 
bond legislation. Among the senators 
in the confereuce who agreed to this ferm 
of compromise were Senators Gray and 
McPherson, representatives of Mr. Cleve- 
land on the floor of the senate. There were 
also present free coinage silver democrats 
‘and, indeed, representatives of every vari- 
ety of views.- A committee was appointed 
‘to place this compromise before each and 
every senutor and endeavor tuo have the 
entire body agree to act at once. Senators 
Gray and McPherson undertook to convert 
such rabid senators as Messrs. Vilas and 
Mills. They succeeded with Vilas, but 
Mills yet holds out against compromise, 

This Will Probably Pas>. 
Senator Gordon, of Georgia, at last see- 
ing the inevitable, has also agreed to the 
compromise. All the southern silver dem- 
ocrats at once endorsed it. The silver re- 
publicaps likewise agreed, stating that they 
would wccept any form of compromise 
agreed to by their southern democratic 
friends. The ‘republican repeal senators 
have likewise agreed. Senator Mills and 
one or two other excitable and pugnacious 
unconditional repeal senators are not. in- 
clined to accept the compromise with agil- 
ity. They are, however, not vicious against 
it, and it is believed that by tomorrow the 
senate will be almost unanimous for a vote 
upon it. Of course there are several sena- 
tors who, when the question is put, will 
Vole against it, but a majority of the senate 
including almost every democrat, have 
agreed to vote for it. 
Luying fc teeture Mr. Cleveland. 

Senaters Gorman, Cockrell and Black- 
burn went to the white house tonight With 
the compromise. They had a long eonfer- 
ence with the president and Mr. Carlisle. 
The president had no objection to offer 
to the plan but dedined to have it consid- 
ered by the senate as an administration 
proposition. 

In other words, he does not want to re- 
tract his message. He wants the senate 
tou shoulder all the responsibility. Several 
times he asked if cloture could pot be 
adopted and unconditional repeal with it. 
When told that it was impossible he was 
silent, but wore an expression of doubt. 

Pho President lhinkes tle Is Unpoupuiar. 

He seems to have an idea that the .ma- 
jority of the democratic ‘senators ard not 
friendly disposed towards him personally, 
und he views all advice from them with 
suspicion. At the same time he has been 
ivbbying as no other president has ever 
ivl/pied for the adoption of his measure. 

The interview ended by Mr. Cleveland 
refusing to commit himself. That is, he 
refused to be considered as the author or 
proposer of the comprowise, but left the im- 
pression upou the minds of the senators 
that he would be satisfied with the propos- 
ed solution, if they were quite sure that 
cloture and the consequent passage of the 
repea! bill was impossible. 

Ali Can Lnite on Phis. 

The senators upon leaving determined to 
push the compromise. Inu consequence, 
Jeading senators of all factions are free to 
suy tonight that the senate is on the eve 
of the svlution of this problem. Almost all 
agree that the two remaining days of this 
week or the first two of next will see the 
end of the great struggle in the senate, and 
in its end again a united democratic party. 
Though yesterday the party was split into 
fragments, and though the debate of today 
Was again of a pyrotechnical nature, the 
anger of the average senator cools as quick- 
ly as it rises, and tonight they are smooth 
and calm. The indicatious are that within 
a few days the buttered and storm-beaten 
ship will sail into port to the great relief 
of millions of American people, who have 
suffered untold agonies on aceount of the 
suspense Which bus existed so many weeks. 

stilt Clammors for Cloture. 

While the great mass of senators were 
agreeing upon 2 compromise today, Senator 
Hill continued to work upon his proposition 
to change the rules of the senate and adopt 


‘ly with him. 


cloture.. Mr. Hill has attempted to spring 
into the saddle and ride straight through 
the traditions of the senate, notwithstand- 
ing. the bucking of the old senators. He 
was chasing about the senate all day with 
a petition attempting to get signatures and 
promising every one that if he got forty- 
three signatures he would find a method to 
change the rules. He managed to get 
twenty signatures of the senators, who ad- 
mired the New Yorker's nerve in attempt- 
ing to do something at which many great 
men have failed. Even if a compromise is 
adopted Senator Hill announces that he 
will still persist in his object to sweep away 
the rules and traditions which permit a 
minority to hold the senate in session. 
It May Come Later. 

Mr. Hill is bold and nervy for a new sen- 
ator and in time he may succeed. for there 
is undoubtedy a general demand throughout 
the country for a change in the senate 
rules, but he will never succeed until the 
Sherman bill js out of the way. It will 
then be to the interest to all the democrat- 
ic party to have cloture in the rules. for 
without it the republicans may attempt 
to filibusted against the passage of the 
tariff bill. 

During Mr. Hill's speech for cloture to- 
day he had one hearer who was undoubted- 
When senators began to in- 
terrupt him and object to his propositions 
a tall, bearded fellow in the gallery arose 
and cried out that he had been watching 
this debate for six weeks. He was tired 
of it and the country was tired of it and 
he would have nothing to do with it. He 
would get out. This interruption from the 
gallery caused senators to dodge just a 
little. They seemed to think that a dyna- 
mite bomb or some other anarchistic en- 
gine of destruction might fall among them 
at anv minute, but the wild man was un- 
armed. He was hustled out in 4 jiffy by 
the doorkeepers and put out of the capitol 
building. 

Palmer Misinterprets It. 

Another amusing incident of the day oc- 
curred while ‘Senator Palmer was «peak- 
ing. ‘He had attempted to end the discus- 
sion over the approval of the journal by 
asking unanimous consent that 
Teller’s motion to amend the journal by 
inserting his own name in the last roll cal! 
be agreed to. Immediately there were ob- 
jections. The senator replied that he had 
made the request in the hope of preserving 
the tradition of the courtesy of the senate, 
but in the face of this tremendous opposi- 
tion he was forced to despair. Just at 
this stage of the remarks a baby in its 
mother's arms in the gallery set up a loud 
wail. As the woman started out with the 
child in her arms Senator Palmer tragi- 
cally raised both hands heavenward and 
cried: “Mr. President, even the children 


echo my despair.”” The incident and the 


eecasion were so amusing that the galleries 
burst into a fit of laughter and for fully 
five minutes the senator was in a convul- 
sive uproar. 


A Georgia Diplomat. 

Colonel I. W. Avery remains in Wash- 
ington tripping after the iguis fatuus, the 
winistersbip to Norway and Sweden. Col- 
onel Avery tells the Georga congressmol 
that he warts the office given to him and 
credited. not to Georgia, but to the south. 
He thinks his work for direct trade en- 
titles him to a reward. This ig the way 
he argues to the Georgia delegation, but to 
the newspaper correspondents he denies in 
that placid, campmveeting voice that he 
hus made application for any office and says 
le is a candidate for nothing. Indeed, the 
distinguished Georgia colonel is practicing 
in the role of a diplomat before he is a 
diplomat. . 

At bis earnest request several members 
of the Georgia delegation, including sen- 
ator Gordon, heave suggested kis name to 
Secretary Gresham for the Norway and 
Sweden mission, The secretary has> lis- 
teped but hug not encouraged. ‘The trouble 
seems to be that the Norway and Sweden 
mission ig not of sufficient importance for 
this government to waste its most perfect 
specimens of diplomacy upon. It is of so 
littie importance that a type 
of high standard diplomacy might 
go to sel because of high fer- 
tilization and the lack of necessary action 
suflicient to exercise great mental faculties. 
This being the case, and as both the Eng- 
lish nnd French embassies are filled, the 
Georgian may have to wait for a vacancy 
in an oftice up to the standard of one who 
is so thorough a diplomat as to deny to 
newspaper correspondents that he wants an 
office, and at the same time beg for the 
aid of the congressmen from his state to get 
the very oflice for which he denies he is a 
candidate. 

- Fortunate Stateamen. 

The democratic delegation from New 
York in the house will soon lose two of its 
best members—-Colonel John Rh. Tellows 
and Mr. Ashbel FP. Fitch. 

Colonel Fellows has been nominated by 
Tammany hall for district attorney of New 
York city. As the salary is $17,000, nat- 
urally he wants it. In the loss of Colonel 
Fellows, the house will be deprived of its 
most graceful and polished orator. 

Colonel Fellows is a native of Arkansas. 
He served in the confederate army as col- 
onel of an Arkansas regiment. He moved 
to New Yor: just after the war and sefved 
one term as district attorney before coming 
to congress. 

Mr. Fitch was nominated by Tammany 
for city comptroller and as the office is 
Worth in salary and fees $40,000 a year, 
of course, he wants it. Mr. Fitch served 
several terms in congress as a republican, 
and, ax such, he voted for the Miils bill in the 
fiftieth congress. For his vote the republi- 
can organization in New York repudiated 
him. He immediately joined the democrat- 
ic party and it re-elected him to the fifty- 
first congress and has since re-clected j:im 
twice.

Colonel Livingston Uncovers Opposition 
to Charley Northen. 


GENERAL GORDON STANDS IN THE WAY 


Secretary Carlisle Comes Out and 
Gives the Thing Away. 


THE SENATOR MAKES A STATEMENT 


Mr. Northen Has Been His Friend in the 
Past, but He Wants the Surveyor- 
ship Given to Some One Else.’ 


Washington, October 19/.—(Special.)— 
The fight over the surveyorship of the port 
of Atlanta was reopened this morniny, and 
the negro in the woodpile has been discov- 
ered. Colonel Livingston was at the treas- 
ury department this morning in the interest 
of Mr. Northen. 

“I have discovered the cause of delay,” 
said he, as he emerged from Secretary 
Carlisle’s room. a Oe 

“I told Mr. Carlisle-¢rat-t-awanted to 
know plainly whether Charley Northen, 
endorsed by every Georgia congressman ex- 
cept Senator Gordon, would be given the 
position. He replied that Senator 
Gordon had requested the president not to 
appoint him. Mr. Northen was persona 
non grata to him. It had become a per- 
sonal inatter. Mr. Northen had béen abus- 
ing him and he did not want him appoint- 
ed. You had just as well explain this situ- 
ution in The Constitution.” 

In view of the fact that Mr. Northen 
was one of General Gordon's most earnest 
supporters in his race for the senate at a 
time when he necded assistance, thé fact 
that the senator has now turned upon his 
quondam friend is viewed with amnzement 
by the Georgians who have endorsed Char- 
ley Northen. 

I showed the above statement from Col- 
onel Livingston to Senator Gordon this 
morning. The senator was surprised that 
his motives should have been made public. 
With a slight display of indignation he dic- 
tated to his stenographer this statement: 

“IT am opposing Mr. Charley Northen’s 
appointment on several grounds. 

“1. Because I am.committed to another 
applicant who is my friend and Who is en- 
dorsed most strongly. 

“2. Because there are a number of other 
applicahts besides the gentleman to whom 
I am committed, either of whom I think 
should be favored rather than Mr, Northen. 
.Among these applicants is a Venerable 
ex-judge of Georgia’s supreme court and at 
least two brave and badly shot ex-confed- 
erate soldiers. All of these are fully ecompe- 
tent for the duties of the office. I certain- 
ly prefer that either of these honored and 
battered Georgians should be selected rath- 
er than any young and vigorous man who 
does not need this easily filled office. 

“3. Another reason, which is wholly per- 
soual, is that all of these gentlemen except 
Mr. Northen, are and have been invaria- 
bly in the past my earnest and unswerving 
personal and political friends.” 

In view of the fact that. Senator Gordon 
has stood by the president in his fight for 
a single gold standard, reciprocity of action 
requires that the president should stand 
by him and turn down Charley Northen. 
But the turning down of Mr. Northen 
means the turning down of twelve out of 


thirteen congressmen.

IS D2. GRAVES. DEAD? 


A Story. Published in Denver Thatthe Au- 
thorities Were Outwitted. 

Denver, October 19—The News pub- 
lishes a sensational article today to the ef- 
fect that Dr. Graves, the famous poisoner, 
who was supposed to have suicided in jail, 
is not dead. It is maintained that a pine 
log occupied the ecoftin iustead of a body. 

The story is that Charles N. Chandler, 
uw Wealthy citizen, of Thompson Center, 
Conn., arrived here Tuesday im company 
with Stephen Morse, of the same town, 
which is Dr. Graves's old home and where 
the body is supposed to have been buried. 
These gentlemen told the hetel proprietor 
where they stopped that Dr. Graves was 
not dead,*that the casket was opened at 
the grave in Thompson Center, against the 
protests of the widow, and found to contain 
a pine log instead of a dead body, and 
that the supposed dead’ docter is now en- 
joying his libesty in a foreign country. 

A rumor has heen current here for some 
time past that the body carried from the 
cell in the county jail on that Sunday morn- 
ing Was wax and net the flesh of the al- 
léged famous poisoner, and that this trick 
had been played in order to give the pris- 
oner his liberty and deceive the public: that 
the parties to the deception were some high 
ofheials and a secret organization. This 
rumor was strengthened by the fact that no 
one was allowed to view the remains ex- 
cept the most intimate friends of the Graves 
family and also*that Mrs. Graves refused 
to allow the body to be embalmed before 
shipping it to Massachusetts, but today is 
the first time the report has appeared in 
print. 


SWALLOWED THE SPONGE. 
A Man Chokes to Death While Undergoing a 
Surgical Operation. 
N. Y., October 19.—Patrick 
Kanaley, of Jordan, died on the operating 
table at St. Joseph's hospital here today, 
not by the surgeon’s knife, but by being 
chocked to death with a sponge, which was 
being used by an assistant to keep the 
inucus from Inanaley’s throat. The man 
died in great agony. His friends immedi- 
ately applied to Coroner CG. S. Roberts for 
an investigation. 

IKanaley came to Syracuse to be operated 
ipon for » perforating weer of the left heel. 
lt was decided by Dr. Dv M. Tolman and 
the hospital physician to take the leg off at 
the ankle. The patient had been put under 
the influence of anaesthetics, and Dr. Tol- 
mInan was performing the operation. <An at- 
tendant had been instructed to swab out 
the man’s throat that had been filled with 
mucus. In way, the sponge got 
loose and IKwanaley drew it into his throat 
with the next respiration. He began to 
choke to death. An attempt was made to 
extract the sponge. Instead of the desired 
result, it went still further down.

Chicago, October 19.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain R. J. Lampkin, a saloon keeper of 
47 Fifth avenue, and a character well 
known in Georgia, and especiaily Atlanta.

Made the Police Dodge. 

On the pavement, bleeding from a knife 
wound in his back was a Chinaman. The 
Mongolian state] that he had been robbed 
by Lampkin and when hejresisted he had 
been stabbed in the back b¥ Lampkin and 
thrown in the street. The officers went 
into the saloon, which act made the cap- 
tain very mad. He at once stepped behind 
the bar and ordered the. officers out of 
the house. They did not go and he pieked 
up a revolver, and placing it at the head 
of Sergeant Swift, pulled the trigger, but 
the cartridge did. not explode. The off- 
cers dodged behind a ecreen and Lampkin 
fired several shots at them, but ‘his aim 
was very bad, and he did no damage. 

The Sergeant Nailed Him. 

Mrs. Lampkin hearing the shots came 
into the room and went behind the bar. 
Lampkin turned his head to see who it 
Was. At this instant Sergeant Swift 
struck him a blow with his club and felled 
him to the floor. Both otticers then jumped 
on him and took away his revolver. He 
fought them all the way to the station and 
ruined two suits of clothes for them. 
Hie was thrown into a cell and will be 
held without bail until the Chinaman’s in- 
juries can be ascertained. 

Heo Harbored Harry Hill. 

Lampkin is well known to the police here 
and some time ago caused them a great deal 
of trouble by harboring Harry Hill, who 
was wanted in Atlanta for forgery. He 
is six feet two inches high and wears his 
hair long. It is said that he is wanted 
in two or three towns in Georgia for dif- 
ferent offenses. 


BUD LINDSAY IS HARO TO KILL. 


He Is So Used to Being Shot That He Will 
Recover. 

Kuoxville, Tenn., October: 19.—(Special.) 
Bud Lindsay still lives. Contrary to uni- 
versal expectation that noted desperado 
failed to succumb to the two bullets shot 
into his chest by Deputy United States 
Marshal J. M. MeGhee at Jacksboro yes- 
terday afternoon. The wounds inflicted 
upon Lindsay would, aecording to the 
Jackshoro physicians, have proved fatal 
to a man of any ordinary physique, but 
they failed to cause the death of Lindsay. 
The man has been shot many times before 
and has been slashed and cut in dozens of 
places and lived through all. When. the 
doctors examined the wounds inflicted upon 
him by MeGhee they at once pronounced 
them fatal, and it was confulently expected 
that the man, whose name has long been 
a terror in the Coal Creek region, would 
be a corpse when the sun arose this morn- 
ing. 

On the contrary. Lindsay was not only 
alive at that hour but. was demanding 
something to cat, asserting that he was as 
hungry as a wolf. After eating the food giv- 
en him he showed a disposition to talk. 

“That fellow, said he, “thought he had 
me, but I knew better. That kind of people 
ean't kill Bud -Lindsay.” 

The wounded man, lying flat on his back 
as he was, sent word to McGhee that he 
had better leave the emintry as he, Lind- 
say, intended to be “stirring his stumps” 
in a few days, when there would certainly 
not be sufficient room for him and McGhee 
in the same county. The message was 
delivered to MeGhee, who laughed at it 
contemptuously. 

The doctors attending Lindsay regard his 
vitality as something wonderful. One of 
the bullets lodzed in the region of the 
heart, but to Lindsay it seems no more 
than a flesh wound. It is now the impres- 
sion that. he will recover, although his con- 
dition may at any moment take a turn for 
the worse and his wounds result in his 
death. 

Lindsay is a magnificent specimen of 
physical manhood, standing six feet four in 
his socks.- His chest is massive and his 
frame that of a giant. 

His oldest brother, Mr. Bart Lindsay, is 
the district attorney of the Knoxville dis- 
trict, and is very highly esteemed here.

A SICKENING STORY. 


Ravages of the Cholera on a Ship with Pil- 
grims Aboard. 

London, October 19.—Seaman Jenkins, of 
the steamer Etna, which bas arrived at Swan; 
sea. recites a terrmble tale of the experinces 
ef that vessel in transporting pilgrims, who 
had been to Mecea, back to Moroeco. He said 
that the pliicrims on the ship were so numer- 
ous as to crowd the vessel’s accommodations 
to the utmost, and that they were all in a 
filthy condition. Not only the hold, but the 
decks swarmed with the worshipers, and 
he gives an awful account of the sickness and 
mortality that occurred during the trip. <Ac- 
cording to his story, the deaths from cholera 
among the pilgrims amounted to forty daily. 

The corpses were not only disposed of in 
the usual way, but were suspended by ropes 
from the sides of the vessel, where they hung, 
rotting and stinking until the vessel's arrival 
at port. This remarkable - proceeding was 
owing to the Mohammedan aversion to being 
buried at sea. In addition to the mortality 
among the pilgrims, the chief mate and six 
seamen died during the passage. 
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WRECK QF THE MARSEILLES. 


One of the Survivors Tells How the Vessel 
Foundered. 

Gaiveston, Tex., October 19.—The steamsh.p 
Palmas, having on board eighty-n.me passen- 
gers amd the crew of the wrecked steamer 
Marse.jles, was released from quarantine this 
afternoon and came up to the docks. The 
Marselles was on her way from Antwerp to 
New Orleans and on. Qectober Sth, about o00 
miles east of the Bahazgfas, she encountered a 
hurticane of such fury that the vessel wis 
half the time submerged. At nightfall Sun- 
day the wind was blowing eighty miles au 
hour. The storm conrinued Monday and Tues- 
day and the steamer having sprung a leak 
below her coal bunkers, the water came ig 
rapidly, soon extinguish.ng the fires, and the 
vesse] began to fill, the hand pump beng of 
but little assstanece in keep.ng it down. 
Wednesday about noon, when arrangements 
had been made to abandon the vessel, the 
British steamer Palmas bove in sight and by 
the gallant conduct of her officers and crew 
all of ‘the Marselles’s passengers and crew, 
except five, were saved. 

Sister Mary's Account. a 

Sister Mary Ephremey, one of the passepyers, 
give a graphbie deser.ption of the regcue, the 
follow.ng being an extract: 

‘The Palmas lowered a small Jjyoat, but it 
Was struck by a huge wave, @ashed against 
the vessel and rendered useles§$. The Pa.mas 
was light and stood away fut of the watec 
and could not launch a bogt with @py degree 
of safety. The next attempt to launch a 
boat was by the Marseiiles. Over her huge 
side a frail-lookiug cvaft was lovecced into the 
water and was seen filled with people. The 
tiny boat made for the Dlalmas and soon the 
occupants were oboard the Englisa ship. The 
first attempt had been successful. Two, three. 
*“,ur, five, six and seven boats were launched. 
and after many narrow escapes trom loss of 
life the passengers were ‘safely put aboard 
the Palmas. All eyes were then 
turned on the last Dt which 
contained seven passengers. When 
half way between the Marseilles and Palmas 
the smal boat was swamped and its occu- 
pubis were thrown into the water. Life lines 
were thrown then from the Palmas, but only 
two were saved. Two young girls, two male 
pissercers and a seaman were drowned. All 
the bodies were soon lost to view. One of 
the young women received a severe cut on the 

ead from the”blade of the propeller of the 
Paimas which hastemed her d-ath. 

they Acted Bravely. 

“Some of the scenes during the rescuing 
of the passengers were extremely pathetic. 
A mother, whose little ci.ldren had been 
put aboard the Palmas in a basket, where 
she followed them shortly after, threw ber 
arms around the neck of the second oflicer 
of the ship and Kissed him. One of the young 
novitiates who had been hauled up the ship's 
side clinging to a rope released her hold 
and fell back into the water. A British sea- 
man jumped from the Palmas and, fastening 
@& rope around her waist, she was pulled ov 
board, where it took about twelve hours to 
revive her. Another novitiate, who lost her hold 
on the line, managed to keep afloat until a 
line was thrown her attached to a belt, which 
she placed around her waist and ealled to 
the men to pull away. She was safely pulled 
aboani. 

“Other scenes, displaying bravery and pres- 
ence of mind, were enacted during the land.ng 
of the passengers on the Palmas. The Eng- 
lish ship provided quarters for all of the ship- 
wrecked passengers, but, after being out a 
few days, all the male passengers and the 
crew were put on half rations.’ 

Captain Morgan, of the Palmas, stated that 
the women acted bravely, and to this he at- 
tribnted the great saving of life. 

Captain Gandelon, of the French ship, says 
the storm in which his ship was lost was the 
worst he had experienced in a seafaring life 
dating over thirty-six years. The mate of the 
Marseilles, a heroof twenty storms, says the 
Wind was terrific, and it blew over eighty 
miles an hour. 5 

Some trouble rose about the landing of the 
ship-wrecked passengers at this port, but this 
Was speedily adjusted by the customs collector 
granting permission to land. Arrangements 
were made by agents of the Marseille in New 
Orleans for the transportation of the officers 
of the ship. who left for that city tonight.

Washington, October 19.—When the senate 
this morning entered upon the third division 
of the legislative day of Tuesday, at the expl- 
ration of the recess at 10 o’clock this morning, 
less than a dozen senators were present.

timated receipts of the public revenues, as 
submitted to the last for the pres- 
ent Oscal year, were $405,000,000, not includ- 
ing the postal service; and the estimated ex- 
penditures, excluding the postal service, were 
$373.000,000, shawivg an estimated excess 
of receipts amounting to 832,000,000 for the 
year. The estimate shows average monthly 
receipts of $33,750,000 and aVerage expendi- 
tures of $31,000,000. 

The actual receipts so far during the year 
do not even reach the estimated figure by over 
$7,000,000) per month. This gives a deficit 
for the tirst fisca! quarter of $21,211,600, as 
compared with the corresponding quarter of 
last year. 

Should the actual receipts continue for the 
vear, 4a for the first quarter, they would fall 
below the estimate to the amount of $S7,482,-

429), The actual expenditures for the first 
quarter ‘have amounted to $22,819,709 per 
month, or $1,736,875 In excess of the esti- 


mates, or at the rate of $20,836.508 for the 
year over the estimate and would. supposing 
the receipts and expenditurés continue as for 
the first three mouths, show an excess of ex- 
pendituwes over actual receipts of $76,318,838. 

The receipts of the treasury for the six 
months preceding the commencement of the 
present fiscal year. were at the average rate 
Of &$31)479,721, and Mr. Carlisle says if the 
conditions then existing had continued. a de- 
ficiency would have been averted, or at most 
would have been very small, since the re- 
ceipts would have been increased for the vear 
by $60,238,000 over the present indient{ons.

When Cold Weather Comes the War on 
Germs Will Begin. 

Savannah, Ga., October 19.—(Special.)— 
Surgeon Murray and President Hugh Bur- 
ford, president of the board of health, re- 
turned today from Camp Detention, where 
they were in consultation with Surgeon 
Hutton and General Wyman. 
Surgeon Murray, on his return, spoke of the 
Surgeon General Wyman felt for 
Brunswick's future safety, and the work 
that wil be done this winter to render the 
town free from jinfection. Neighboring 
towns apd states having published expres- 
sions regarding the result of receiving ved 
ding and clothing from Brunswick for 
months to come, the menace Brunswick 
will be to her own people and other places, 
and the anxiety of the marine hospital ser- 
vice to render Brunswick absolutely safe, 
will cause vigorous methods to be taken.

infected with bichloride of mercury and a 
s@ution of earbolic acid. <All clothing will 
be aired in a freezing atmosphere. 

Carpets will not be tuken from the floor, 
but will be sprinkled: as they lie. 

No damage will be done to property, but 
the process will be thorough. All neigh- 
boring precincts where people have gone 
will be treated in a like manner, and the 
government feels certain that yellow fever 
will not crop out next year.

A Note Purporting to Have Been Signed 
by a Suicide Found. 


THROWN UP ON SHORE BY THE WAVES 


William J. Griffin’s Suicide Last Year Re- 
called bya Letterin a Bottle—May 
Affect Certain Suita. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 19.—(Special. )— 
A. Bowers, 301 B street, picked up a bot- 
tle that was washed ashore after the Au- 
gust storm, containing the following note: 

“Brunswick, Ga.,—This is to certify that 
I, William A. Griffin, will this day throw 
myself overboard for causes which you 
will never know.” 

The finding of this recalls to mind the sui- 
cide of Gritiin about one year ago. He had 
a large amount of insurance policies, both 
accident and life. The companies are now 
‘contesting the payment of the policies in 
eourt. Gritlin was a brilliant young man, 
who led a _ reckless life just before his 
death, alleged to have been the result of bis 
wife’s conduct. He was well known over 
the state. He once tried to shoot a man 
in the corridor of a Gainesville botel for 
aileged improper advances towards his wife. 
What effect the finding of this note will 
have in the courts is not known. 

He Was Not Joking. 

Bosie Davenport. a young white man, 
attempted to comiit suicide in Putnam’s 
stable today while drunk.

Built as it were in the prodigality of na- 
ture, he was a man of towering physique 
and commanding presence. His Jong beard 
descended almost to his waist aud added 
to bis dignified and iuspiring presence when 
in the pulpit. 

Many compared the eloquence of Mr. 
Harrig to that of Bishop Pierce. He had 
tae eloquence and fire of the latter with 
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ELDER T. M. HARRIS. 

more of his logic and persuasive arguinent- 
Tle was one of the leading exponents of 
the Christian church in Georgia and one 
of the most active, as well as one of the 
most eloquent, workers in the cause of that 
denomination. 

ju Atinnta Two Weeks Ago. 

Mr. Harris was in Atlanta about two 
weeks ago and chatted pleasantly for two 
or three hours with Judge look. He 
appeared to be in the best of spirits apd in 
reply to « question stated that he was in 
the best of health. 

He expresses himself in the most hopeful 
terms of the Christian church, not only in 
this city, but throughout the country. He 
went so far in his glowing enthusiasin os 
to say that the Christian church, in the 
course of time, would absorb all «ther de- 
hominatious and become the prevailing 
eburch. 

He was on his way at that time to preach 
at West Point, Ga., having a monthly en- 
gagenrent in that city. He was stricken in 
‘the pulpit while in the midst of a powerful 
Sermon, and from that time began to de- 
cline in health until his death, which came 
peacefully at 7:30 o’clock Jast night. 

The following is the telegram recetved 
from Sandersville, Ga., last night, announce- 
ang the death of Elder Harris: 

Harris, recent!y ~ state 
evangelist of the Christian ehureh of Geor- 
gia, died bere at 7:50 o'clock tonight.”

Mr. Harris was at two different times 
the paster in charge of the Christian church 
in this etiv.

were the souls converted under his pulpit 
Ministratious. 

He was never dependent upon the size of 
his congregation for bis zeal and enthusi- 
asm i the pulpit. Te drew his inspiration 
rom the word of God and from his obtiga- 
Uon as & pastor, and couuld preach as well 
lo a half dozen as he could to a vast mu!ti- 
tude, 

: He was considered, during his pastorate 
in this city, as one of the most eloquent 
and powerful logicians in Atlanta. His 
sermons were never written, and were al’ 
all of them extemporaneously delivered af- 
ter mature study. It was said of him sev- 
eral days ago that a more ready speaker 
aever preached the gospel.

The police have just begun to compre- 
hend the extent of is operations, and 
their wide scope astonished them, who be- 
lieved they kept well posted on his move- 
ments. The new light that has been shed 
upon the doings of this juvenile offender 
was furnished by the developments in an 
investigation of the recent big watch theft 
on Marietta street. 

One hundred watches were stolen from 
Jeweler Thompson, who is located in Dr. 
Grafton W. Gardner's residence on Mariet- 
tu street, near Jones avenue, and the police 
suy they have fastened the robbery upon 
Gip South and an organized band of young 
theives. The watches were valued at SGU, 
and only ten of them have been recovered 
so far. Ninety are still missing, and Off- 
cer Conn went to Macon Iast night 
With the hope of recovering the other watch- 
es and laying hands upon the uneaught 
member of the gaug. He carried with him 
& youth of fifteen, who was once an active 
member of Gip South’s band, and who was 
placed under surveillance yesterday = af- 
terhnoon, suspected of having a Land in the 
Watch robbery. 

Gip South, Terry Davis and Charley 
Bridgman are now under arrest, suspected 
of the robbery. Gip South is in the stock- 
ade, where he was sent last week on a 
charge of idling and loitering and the other 
tWo are tocked up®at police headquarters. 

Patrolman Conn has been at work on 
the watch robbery sinee jit occurred one 
week ago last night, and he has the case in 
good shape. He discovered that on the 
night of the robbery, Gip South, Terry Da- 
vis, Charles Bridgman, Clayton Gray, Clem 
Goodman and geveral of the toughest 
youngsters in the city had slept under the 
Simpson street office of the Georgia Pacitic 
railroad. The jewerer's store from which the 
one hundred watches were stolen. j 
than 100 yards from the place where the 
young toughs elept. 

The patrolman followed this clue assid- 
uously and gathered many valuable polnts 
vf evidence. He had Terry Davis arrested 
by the marshal at Austell and he himself 
arrested Charles Bridgman, a thirteen-yeur- 
old youth from Aun Arbor, Mich. — 

From the points gathered by Officer Conn, 
it seems that Gip South, Clem Goodman 
ond several of their youthful associates 
are members of an league of young thieves 
who operate in all of the southern cities, 
They mak ‘pericdical excursions to Chatta- 
ncoga, Birmingham, Montgomery, Macon, 
Savernah and Brunswick, at each of which 
places they have a fence. 

In Birmingham, where a great deal of 
their work is carried on, they stop with a 
notorious woman, who harbors them and 
takes care of such goods as they steal, 
She resides on Avenue B, near Twenty-first 
street. In Montgomery, they stop with a 
woman of the name of Greenpenny, Let- 
ters to the youngsters from these won n 
have been captured by the officers. 
Immediately after the wateh robbery, 
Clem Goodman and two other members of 
the gang teft the city and their disappear- 
ance coincides very well with the disap- 
peurance of the watches. The officers be- 
lieve that the watches have been taken to 
other cities.

BADLY DAMAGED 


The Warehouse of the Dixie Lumber 
Compan} in Flames. 


FOR THREE HOURS THE FIRE RAGED 


The Loss Will Amount to Between $12,- 
000 and $18,000, Probably—Maddox 
& Rucker’s Cotton Moved. 


For three hours yesterday, the fire de- 
partment battled with flames and smoke at 
thie warehouse of the 
puny, at 155-150 Madison sireet, 
known as Thompson. 

The fire wag discovered a short while af- 
ter 10 o'clock, and despite the heroic work 
of Joyner and his men, it was not subdued

The building, or rather the contents, prevy- 
ed to be a regular fire trap. The window 
sashes were luicd in crevassed fashion, nud 
the flames lapped up and around them nl- 
though six of water were pouring 
in on the burning building. The loss will 
umount to between $12,000 and $158,000. 
On this the insurance will amount to about 
one-half. 

The tire was discovered simultaneonsly 
by the foreman of the lumber company and 
the tiremen at No. 5 engine house. A 
few minutes later they were on the scene 
With a of and the engime was 
started to werk immediately. An alarm 
Was turned in at once. No. 1 hose wayon, 
No. 1 hook and ladder, the chemical and 
No. 2 hose wagon responded. The 
sefve squad of policemen arrived in good 
time in the two-horse patrol wagon and did 
good work keeping the crowd Lack. 

A line of bose was started into the build- 
ing, but the Wis that 1 
was impossible, and Chief Joyner ordered 
his men to withdraw. He saw ata glance 
that he had a hard fight before him and 
ordered No. 4 hose wagon and engine out, 
and No. S ran across town and was 
a reserve at the headquarters. 

Then the fight began in earnest. ‘The 
two engines groaned and trembled and 
shook and a heavy pressure Was used on 
two nozzles directed from the roof of the 
Maddox & Rucker Warehouse. Six streams 
were turned on the burning building, but alt 
appeared to be of little avail. ‘The pine 
wood burned rapidly and the smoke floated 
off thick and black. Tears were cutertain- 
ed by Maddox and Rucker for their ware 
house and the removal of their COTLON Wiis 
commenced. 

In very little more than twenty minutes 
over 400 bales of cotton had been removed 
to a safe distance from the flames. The 
sight during the removal was an amusing

in their desperate efforts to eave the cot- 
ton. Gradually the water began ty tell 
and soon the fire had been so far subdued 
as to enable a line of hose to be taken junto 
the center of the building. The wall on 
the south began to ¢rack and fire to flame 
out.

He Believes that the Cotton Crop Will 
Reach 7,700,000 Bales. 


ESTIMATE VISIBLE SUPPLY ‘94, 1,700,000 


A Letter from a New Orleans Firm Speak; 
Highly of Neill’s Report— A Compar- 
ative Tabulated Statement. 


The crop estimate of Mr. H. M. Neill, 
of New Or.eans, who is regarded by cot- 
tgp men as one of the best crop reporters 

o the buisiness, is just out aud furnishes 
some interesung fgures. 

Neili’s esumacte gues about T00,000 bales 
ln excess of What is called the populur esti- 
mate. Based on this” estimuie of Mr. 
Neill’s, the visible suppiy of next September 
will fail short of the visibie suppiy of last 
September by 100,000 bales. Un last Sep- 
tember, the visibie supply wus 1,800,U0u0 
bales, with cotton moving around 7 cents. 
For next year, the visibie supply cau be 
estimated at 1,700,000 bales, which, ac- 
cording to the cotton men, shouid run cot- 
ton up to past 8 cents. 

Neills «rop Estimate. 


New Orleans, October 19.—The past crop 
was such a faliure (outside of Texas) that it 
seemed very unlikely that planters would find 
ti in their power tu much iucrease the acre- 
age, but there is now 4 couseusus of Opinion 
that the acreage pianted this year exceeds 
that of last year on al average by about 7 

cent in the Atlantic states and ‘Texas, 
and 5 per cent in the gulf staies, or an ay- 
erage increase of 6 per cent for the wiue 
conuutry. As the actual growth of lust year 
(exclusive of old cotton) was 6,450, adding 6 
per cent for acreage would give us a crop otf 
6,850, even on a production per acre po better 
than last year. 
crop did not make an early or 
very promising start, yet a favorable July 
and August gave very heavy fruitage, which, 
Jrow hot anu forcing weather with intervals 
of rain, has come rapidly to maturity. ‘The 
plapt is not large, but it is so well fruited 
that Ahere isp awready Wore cotton matured 
and open than last year’s whole crop ainount- 
ed to. There has been some development 
of top crop since the September rains, which 
give a small addition if frost be delayed. 
From this, however, ourside of ‘Texas, not 
need be expected, as except in ‘Texas 
it is quite unusual for September bivoms to 
mature. 

For the above reasons I am able at this 
eariy date to formulate an estimate, with the 

oviso, however, thut while little is now te 

feared from frost, most of the crop being 
matured and a fair crop already certain, there 
is in Texas (as well as elsewhere) a new 
development since the rains of September 
25th and 26th, whien promises, if frost be 
delayed even to the Iith of November, to 
add materially to her crop. In consequence 
of this rain I now estimuie that state at 

1,900,000 bales, against a growth of 2,0yo,000 
@last year, although acreage is 7 per cent 

greater, indicating a reduced product per acre 

of 12 per cent. But if the weather continue 
favorable and frost be delayed another month 
her crop may be much wore. 

It will be remembered that the 
Texas crop in 1891-02 wus a magnificent one, 
a product of at least 2.400.000 bales on 4,- 

,000 acres, or 275 pounds per acre, a result 
only once equaled in her history, and yet, as 
late as the 10th of September, 1591, expert 
opinion agreed that the Texas crop could not 
possibly come within 15 per cent of the previ- 
ous year. From September ruins it turned 
out 15 per cent above it—a difference in re- 
sult consequent on rains in Septymber in the 

Texas crop, of 600,000 bales. Similar raius 
efter dry weather have fallen this year and my 
most trusted correspondents looked for some- 

what similar results. Aithough July was too 

dry, the August rainfall in ‘Texas this year 
was nearly double that of August. 1891, My 
present. estimate of 1,900,000 for Texas 
therefore; 3. compromise betweer the proba- 
bilities, Rad Wey had rain in September, 
and the possibiliiits eased above.

In the guif states (excluding Tex- 
as) the crop of last year was certainly the 
worst ever known and far below erop

for an increase in production per acre in 
those states averaging 27 per cent. That is 
to say an average of 20S pounds per acre

These are the states which chiefly supply 
New Orleans. and her receipts last year, ex- 
clusive of What comes nere from Texas, fell

@ large part of this loss this year does not 
edmit of a doubt. 

Every one knows ‘the causes which have 
combined te retard the movement, and that 
at this early period the volume of receipts can 
not be taken as conclusive of anvthing. 
the great crop of 1882-83 (7.000.000)

‘to Save Him. 

Will Dutton wil! hang today at Carters- 
ville. 

Another strong effort was made to eave 
his neck yesterday. Judge Stanford and 
Mr. James B. Conyers, of Cartersville, 
calied on the governor yesterday morning 
and eloquently and earnestly p.eaded for 
a reprieve. ‘They said they believed the 
pian’s innocence could be proven and urg- 
ed that if the governor would not commute 
the sentence that he at least grant a re 
pricve. 

Lut Governor Northen did not consider 
the reasons advanced sufficient to warrant 
interference with the sentence of the court 
and issued an order refusing to set aside 
the sentence of the court. 

When the news of the governor's deci- 
sion Wag conveyed to Dutton, he took it 
Guietly, protesting his innocence. He fre- 
iterated his story that Mrs, Morsey killed 
“Mrs. Mobbs, and that he, Dutton, saw the 
crime committed.

Will Dutton has written a history of his 
criminal life. Taig history was published 
in pamphlet form by the Franklin Printing 
Company yesterday and wii) be for sule 
around the gallows at Cartersville today. 

The proceeds of the sale of his book are 
to-go to pay the expenses of his burial. 
He states in the closing lines of the narra- 
tive that it is his greatest wish that his 
body be kept from the medical students 
at Atlanta. “If they do get it, it will be 
remembered in the future,” is a significant 
Statement Which should be sutlicient lo waru 
all students. 

Duiton’s story is that he is innocent of 
the murder of Sallie Mobbs for which he 
is to be hung, but he has jed a wild and 
reckless career. He has spent most of his 
life in north Georgia and north Alabama, 
and a favorite pastime of his seemed to be 
the ruining of young girls. 

He married when a mere boy, living with 
his wite only six weeks. He ran eff with 
another woman in a short while. A few 
years later he married again. He tells of 
his running off with three or four young 
girls, one uf whom was only twelve years 
old and another was only fifteen. 

He telis about the kifling of Sallie Mobbs, 
and says he ig entirely innocent, although 
he was fifteén feet away when it was done. 
Iiu says he had an engagement to meet 
Tienry Massey at the place where the mur- 
der occurred at 6 o’clock in the morning.

BEN MORROW'S TRIAL BEGINS TODAY 


The Trial of Judge Manning Is Set for To- 
day, but Will Come Up Monday. 
Two Other Sentences. 


Old man Latham was sentenced by Judge 
Newman in the federal court yesterday 
morning. 

The sentence was much lighter than 
Was generally expected. He was given only 
two years in the Ohio penitentiary, besides 
a fine of S50U. 

The charge against him was that of 
counterfeiting, and the reason for the com- 
paratively light sentence was the advanced 
age of the prisoner. In addition to this it was 
shown in the evidence that he had coined 
only a few dollars, which was not enough 
to cause uny very great damage or to en- 
barrass the circulation. Still he had vio- 
lated the law in purpose and for this reason 
it was necessary for the law to be vindi- 
cated, 

When the sentence of the court Was pro- 
nounced the face of the prisoner was an 
interesting study. He appeared to be satis- 
fied, since he had been convicted the day 
before and had every reason to believe that 
he would get the full extent of.the law. 
A smile extended itself over his brawny 
features, which was interpreted by those 
present to be a look of triumphant satis- 
faction. 

He will probably be sent to the Ohio 
penitentiary today. 

Old man Latham is the father-in-law of 
the two Chisholm boys, who are now serv- 
ing out sentences in the penitentiary. He 
was at one time in cointortable circumstan- 
ces and was a man of clean reputation. He 
was corrupted, it is thought, by his two 
sons-in-law, from whom he acquired the 
art of counterfeifing. Instead of giving 
it up, however, after their conviction last 
spring, he continued to carry on their un- 
finished work, which was interrupted by 
his arrest on the charge of counterfeiting. 
His two daughters, the wives of the coun- 
terfeiters, were present during the trial of 
the case last Wednesday. 

Guyton Aliso sentenced. 

W. C. Guyton, the ally of old man 
Latham, was also sentenced yesterday. 

Under the terms of the agreement be- 
tween the two men, Latham was to coin 
the money and Guyton was to put it in 
circulation. After the arrest of the two 
men, Guyton decided to plead guilty to the

Ben Morrow Today. 

The trial of Ben Morrow, on the charge 
of robbing a postoflice, will be called up this 
morning. 

It was down on the docket of the court 
for yesterday, but a motion was made to 
allow it to go over for a day, which was 
granted. 

The story of Ben Morrow's alleged guilt 
is familiar to the readers of The Constitu- 
tion. He was arrasted last November on 
the charge of breaking into a little post- 
ofice in Gordon county. 

Armed with pistols and knives, he made 
his entrance into the postoftice, and finding 
the postmaster seated at his desk, it is 
charged that he beat him over the head in 
a violent manner and compelled him to 
quietly submit to his visit. About $16.42 
In stamps and $4.12 in cash was realized 
from the robbery. 

Morrow was caught a few days after- 
wards aml put under arrest. 

Sheriff MeGinnis, acting on the assump- 
tion that Morrow was backed by a band 
of irresponsible outlaws, endeavored to fer- 
ret out the truth of the matter and to this 
end he made ua careful search all over Gor- 
don county. He ran into the gang, and as 
the result of his exposure to their violence, 
was shot. The wound proved fatal and in 
a few days he died. 

The father of the young mar came to At- 
lanta a day or two ago and employed Colo- 
nel W. M. Bray to represent his son. The 
ease will likely be tried this morning, and 
will be one of the most interesting to come 
up at this term of the court. 

Judge Manning May Be Tried. 

The trial of Judge A. A. Manning. for 
riolating the postal laws, is set for today. 

Ben Morrow's case, however, will take 
precedence. In the event that case is fin- 
ished in time, or is otherwise disposed of 
for the time being, by motion, the trial of 
Judge Manning will be called. 

This trial. it is thought, will occupy sever- 
al days, and the district attorney may be 
reluctant to begin before Monday, as the 
intervention of three days would tend to 
weaken or confuse the evidence. The case 
will not therefore be tried, in all probabili- 
ty. until the first of next week. 

Judge Manning, who is jointly indicted 
with Judge H. H. Walker, is very anxious 
for the trial to occur as soon as possible. 
He says that he is anxious for a vindica- 
tion and the trial of the case can have 
no other result than to establish his inno- 
eence and remove the cloud which now at- 
taches to his reputation. 

The Grand Jury at Work. 

The United States grand jury held a 
busy session vesterday and several true 
bills were turned over to the marshal. 

Searcely a day has passed without a 
session of the grand jury, and the supply 
of cases seems to be almost inexhaustible. 
The district attorney and his colleagues 
will have their hands full, but they consti- 
tute a team and are equal to any emer- 
geney. 

The business of the court has never been 
transacted with greater expedition than at 
present. Nearly all of the old matters have 
been disposed of and ihe cases that will 
shortly be tried are nearly all new ones.

A Russian Jew Peddler Found in the 
Road at Buckhead. 


HIS ASSAILANT MAKES HIS ESCAPE 


A Mystery Surrounding the Attack-—John 
Powers, of Atlinta, Said to Be 
the Guilty. Man. 


George Johnis, an itenerant peddier of 
the Russian Jew type. was found lying in 
the road at Buckhead late yesterday after- 


| noon with his skull cracked. 


The point where he was found was in 
the Roswell road about three hundred yards 
from Walravea & Co.'s store at Buckhead. 
He was bleeding, unconscious and the peo- 
ple’ thought, dying when he was found. 
He was carried back to WaAlraven's store, 
where he was made comfortuble. He re- 
gained .consciousness after an hour, but, 
with the shock of his wounds and his bad 
English, he only succeeded jn making him- 
self unintelligible to the people about the 
store. 

Johnis is about forty-five years old and 
has been a‘peddler since he came to At- 
lanta. He is well known in the Russian Jew- 
ish colony on “Decatur street, where he 
lives with his family. He is especially 
well known at the peddler suppiy stores 
On that cosmopolitan thoroughfare. 

Johnis left Atlanta yesterday morning 
With his pack of goods. He carried a 
large supply of the trinkets usually carried 
by the peddlers of his. kind who go througa 
the country selling their wares trom house 
to house. He bought his supply at one of 
the stores on Decatur street before starting. 
The pack was bulky and heavy, and, beat 
double under its weight, the old peddler 
started out on his journey. 

He told his wife and niece that he would 
be gone until he disposed of his goods. He 
took the road leading to Buckhead, whieh 
place he reached about the middle of the 
ufternoon. 

Ile went to several houses near Buck- 
head, where he exhibited his goods. He 
passed the store at Buckhead and trudged 
along the road in the direction of the 
place where he was found. 

It was at first thought that some one had 
assaulted the old peddier for the purpose of 
robbing. The old man could not enlighten 
them on this point, but it was afterwards 
learned that the wound had been inflicted 
by John Powers, a young white man who 
lives in the city. Nothing could be learned 
about the eause of the difficulty and no 
one knows the motives of the old peddler’s 
assailant. 

Powers is a young man about twenty-two 
years old and is well known in the city. 
If he is the John Powers the police believe 
him to be he is a pretty tough character 
and is a brother to Cap Powers, who went 
to the stockade yesterday afternoon. He 
lives near Elsas & May’s bag factory. 
‘ Powers was seen to pass Buckhead a 
few minutes pefore the old peddler was 
found. He was in a wagon with his un- 
cle, who is a farmer living near Roswell. 
The uncle was returning home from the 
city, where he had been with a load of 
eotton, and Powers was going home with 
him... No effort was made to catch Pow- 
era. 
News of the assault was telephoned to 
police headuarters and the authorities were 
requested to notify Johnis’s relatives at 
onee, as it was thought that he was dy- 
Call Officer Beavers notified Mrs. 
Tohnis at 106 1-2 Decatur street. She and 
her niece left for Buckhead immediately, 
carrying a vhysician with them. 

It is thought that Johnis’s wounds will 
prove fatal. His skull was fractured and 
blood oozed from his ears. His friends say 
that he was inoffensive and quiet. The 
news of the assault caused a great stir 
among the Russian Jews and a number of 
them called at police headquarters to get 
the full details. Several of them went out 
to Buckhead to offer assistance.

He Was Heavily Armed,and Carries a 
Lock of Hair Which May Be a 
‘ Clue to a Crime. 


Macon, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)— 
Bheriff Sam Westcott and posse captured 
a desperate looking negro in the early hours 
of this morning near Crump’s park, a few 
miles from Macon. He is. thonght to be 

“ the notorious desperado,~ Bob brewer, 
who was the cause of the memorable Jesup 
riot some years ago which threw the whole 
state into exvitement. Strenuous efforts 
were made to ene Brewer after the 
riot, but without success. It was reported 
from time to time that Brewer had been 
geen near Jesup and in Florida and in 
various parts of Georgia heavily armed, 
but he always managed to evade arrest. 
The negro arrested this morning is a vil- 
Jainous looking fellow and a giant in 
#trength. He was brought to town about 
noon and placed in jail. Since his inearce- 
ration two negroes and a white man de- 
clare that the prisoner is-none other than 
the notorious Bob Brewer, who ie said to 
have killed seven men. Wednesday night 
the man supposed to be Brewer made his 
appearance on the Juliet coal chute on the 
East Tennessee road about tweuty miles 
above Macon heavily armedg He was 
trying to steal a ride on a freight train 
With two companions when first seen. He 
was made to get off the train and he etarted 
op foot with his companions toward Macon 
and yesterday afternoon Brewer was seen 
near Crump’s park. Sheriff Westcott, of 
Bibb, was informed of this and the vigilant 
Officer determined to effect his capture. 
He organized a posse and commenced the 
search in a piece of woods near Crump's 
park. The posse divided and surrounded 
the woods and gradually closed in. 

Silently and steadily they came together. 
Suddenly the command “Hands up!” rang 
out. Everybody rushed to the spot. It 
was Deputy Sheriff Leo Herrington’s voice 
and when the boys came up they found him 
covering their game. When found the ne- 
gro Was in a crouching posiuion with a 
rifle cocked ready for action across bis lap. 
He had no idea of the approach of any vt 
the men until the ritle of Deputy NSnheriit 
Herrington wag shoved under his nose. 

“He was taken completely by surprise and 
his hands went up in a jiffy. Several ota- 
ers of the posse came up at once and the 
dasperado Was covered y five rifles. At 
first he was too surprised and frightened to 
pay anything. 

“What you gwine to do with me?” were 
the only words which escaped his Jips. 

“We'll tell you later,” said Sheriff West- 
cott. 

In putting the handcuffs on the desperado 
it was noticed that his wrists were so large 
that the cuffs had to be forced to the last 
potch. The posse escorted him Jnto Macon.

PRAYING TO THE BEAR 


The Negro Was Treed and Thought His Time 
Had Come, 

Waycross, Ga., October 20.—(Special.)— 
A Waycross gentleman says that while 
rambling through Wayne county some few 
weeks before the outbreak of yellow fever 
at Jesup, Ga., he met a prominent farmer 
who related the following story: 

“It wag some time. ago when a Bible 
agent stayed al night at my house. I told 
him that night about the good fishing in 
the Altamaha river and he wanted me to 
go With him the next morning early to the 
river ind spend the day fishing. 1 agreed 
to the arrangement, and early next morning 
we proceeded to cover the distance to the 
swamp which was two miles off. The 
svamp at the point reached by us is about 
chree miles from the river and is very 
inarshy, being filled with malarial poison. 
The trees and bushes were very dense and 
there were so many tussocks, briars and 
bamboos that it was extremely difticut for 
us to make much progress. After going 
some distance our attention wag attracted 
by a hideous noise, which we soon iearned 
came from a emall black bear. Suddenly, 
to the right of us, we heard a man pray- 
ing loudly for deliverance. We went a few 
feet farther and to our gurprise saw a 
negro man lying helplessly upon a tussock. 
His.eyes were looking wildly about and 
he did not heed our questions, appearing 
to be ignorant of our presence. The bear 
was perched on a tussock close by and an 
occasional growl showed her displeasure at 
being disturbed by the negro’s eries. The 
eyes of the bear were directed towards us, 
and taking good aim I sent a Winchester 
ball into her heart. She roared with pain, 
but another ball killed her outright. Th. 
negro prayed frantically for merey and 
begged us uot to kill him. If believed him 
to be crazy and threatened to shoot if he 
failed to come to us. He dragged him- 
self along as best he could, and with tears 
in his eyes he begged for his life.’ He 
was assured that no harm .was intended 
toward him. He said that he had heen 
in the condition in which he was fornd for 
overal days, having unconeciously véander- 
J ints the swamp. He had juaiped cff 
i@ train and ran down toward the swamp 
to con.c*! himself from some people who 
wanted to artesi him. He had $3 and was 
half starved. His clothes had been torn off 
by the briars, and he was a wretched ob- 
ject of humanity. He was taken back to 
the house and given some food.”

Je. graduated at 
the Macon-Randolf college and began whe 
pactice of law at Grittin about 1845 with 
the late Judge (Wopton, of Alabama, Soon 
after, Lanier moved to Macon aud Clopton 
weit to Montgomery. Lanier tormed a 
law partnership at Macon in 1852 with his 
brother-in-law, ex-State Attorney General 
Clifford Anderson. This partnership has 
lasted until now, death severing it aiier 
forty-one years duration. 

‘The firm of Lanier & Anderson is, no 
doubt, the oldest firm in the state. 

Colonel Lanier was an uble lawyer and 


polished gendleman. He was twice mar- 
ried. His second wife survives him. They 


His first wife was Judge 
Anderson’s sister. He had three children 
by her, two sons and a daughter. One 
of the song was the late lamented pvet, mu- 
sician and scholar, Sidney Lanier. ‘The 
other son is Clifford A. Lanier, a weelthy 
and prominent citizen of Montgomery, whe 
married Judge Qopton’s daughter. He is 
Colonel Lamer’s only surviv.ng ehiel, bis 
daughter having «liel veics ago. Colonel 
Lanier has only one sister, Mrs. F'ason, 
of Charleston.
